i Plaintiff and the two defendants 'are 
brothers Eamonn O'Neill is managing 
i director of the company known as James 
O'Neill and Sons, Kinsale, which is a petvate 
limited company incorporated in 191 In 
. his statement of claim the plaintifí sets out 
í that he has been the holder of twenty shares 
i in it, but has never received any divi- 
dends from them, although he has made 
repeated application. After the formation of 
the company plaintiff worked as a counter 
assistant in its employ at 15s. a week, with 
his board and lodging. By the articles of 
association it was provided that the first 
directors should be the late James O'Neill, 
Eamonn O'Neill, Francis M. Gleeson, and the 
plaintiff, and that each of them should hold 
office for life. In October, 1915, for health 
reasons, the plaintiff alleges that, with the 
knowledge and concurrence of his co-directors, 
tS he withdrew from active participation in the 
w— business, and went to reside in Lourdes, 
France. While he was absent a meeting of 
directors, of which no notice was given to 
him, was held, ard a resolution was adopted 
purporting to dismiss him from the company’s 
service and to vacate his office as director. 
Since the date of this resolution plaintiff has 
never received any remuneration as director, 
and has never been summond to any meeting 
of directors. Plaintiff returned to d in 
March, 1917, and remained with relatives 
near Kilkenny, and, being unable for health 
reasons to take any active part in the com- 
pany’s business, absented himself from it. 
During his absence he was informed by 
| i the defendant, Eamonn O'Neill, and by the 
i i : late James O'Neill that the latter wished 
. to make provision for him by the investment 
i of @ sum which would produce an income of 
i about £2 15s. a week for life, and in May, 
ia 1922, a deed of trust was forwarded to plain- 
tiff purporting to implement this intention. 
This instrument recited that £2,000 had been 
handed over by his father, James O’Neill, to 
Eamonn O'Neill and the Rev. Hugh O'Neill 
as trustees, to be invested to ce £3 a 
week for plaintiff for life. Plaintiff feared 
he might forfeit his interest and directorship 
in the company, and refused to sign the instru- 
ment until he had first seen his father. The 
latter, however, was unable to consider busi- 
rit ness matters, and died without plaintiff having 
B signed the instrument. The statement of claim 
i | went on to state that plaintiff went home

shortly before his father's death, and re- 
sided in the family residence, known as 
Knockduff House, Kinsale. until November, |' 
1923, when Eamonn O'Neill agreed that if 
the. plaintiff left and went to reside else- 
where he would pay plaintiff £3 a week for 
life. This sum was paid regularly until 
February, 1928, wh-n Mesnient O'Neill re- 
duced it to £2. which plaintiff accepted under 
praiets, The £2 a week was paid until 28th 
January, 1934, when plaintiff decided to 


enforce. his rights by legal process. 


THE DEFENCE

on any shares of the company. The plaintiff 
was employed. by the company in the office | 
until 1915, when he threw up his employ- 
ment, absented himself from, the - busin 
and went to reside abroad.

“The Film Censor saw 6,984,092 feet of film 
during the year, as against 6,187,258 in the 
previous year. There was an increase of 
about a million feet in the case of drama and 
variety pictures, the total number of feet 
seen by him during 1934 being 4,711,958, 
compared with ó, in the 
year. As against this increase there is e 
dent a decline in the submissions of films 
described as interest and topical films; 
631,538 feet of such films were exhibited in 
1933, while last year the figire was 612,108 


feet. 

Of those rejected, 119 were long films and 
45 short ones, Mr, passed 931 
films and cut Pi a, “y figures for bhus 

revious year bei an respectively. 
nay films are » 3 by the renters before 
they are submitted for censorship, and these 
are not included in the number of films that 
have been cut. 


APPEAL BOARD'S WORK 


resent a film after the decision of 

ensor, was shown 93 films, 81 of which 
were long and 12 short. In 46 cases the 
Appeal rd upheld the decision of the 
Censor, and in the case of 15 films the 
reversed his decision. The Board allowed 1 
films to pass without cutting, as against 
16 in the preceding year, and cut 32 films 
before permitting them to be exhibited. 

Altogether the number of films available for 
exhibition during the year Was 1,387, as 
against 1,132 in the previous year. 
number of absolute rejections—rejections after 
appeal to the Board—was 117. 

en educational films were certified for 
free import, the number for the previous 
year being 23. — one film in this class 
was not certified. the interest and topical 
films 63 were cut, as against 56 in 1935. 

Under the heading of pictorial ae 
such as posters, etc., there were rejec- 
tions, the figure for 1933 being 797.

TWO POINTS OF IMPORTANCE 


Dr. Kinane’s letter to the Irish Times 
is as follows .— , 

Deak Sin,—The | statement of the 
Council of the I.R.A®, published in your 
paper on Wednesday, contains only two 
points of importance in so far as my address 
of the previous Sunday is concerned—the 
insinuation in it that the 1.B.A. does not 
stand for Socialism, and its criticism of my 
interpretation ef the Pastoral of 1931. 

My address, as delivered in Waterford 


Cathedral, contains the following passage: 


‘ Since 1931, however, a further and 
even more important reason dor the 
condemnation of the LR.A. has 
emerged.. From its official statements, 
from the declarations of its responsible 
leaders, from the published constitn- 
tion of the republic which it envisages, 
it is evident that this republic is to be 
a Socialist one on the Russian model, 
in Which again only one class in society 
is to be represented—the workers and 
working farmers. In fact, as far as 
its ultimate aims are concerned, there 
seems to be no difference between it 
and the Republican Congress move- 
ment.”’ 

An adequate treatment of all that is 
mplied in that passage would reqmire, at 
feast, a large pamphlet, and, needless to 
say, Í am net going to trouble you witha 
Jengthy dissertation of this kind. 1 shall 
eonfine myself principally to quotations 
from certain official documents of the 
I.R.A. ; these, howe¥er, will be sufficient to 
show clearly the Socialist character of this 
body. The first document to which I shall 


refer is a manifesto from the Army Council | 


of the 1.R.A. to the men and women of the 
Orange Order in July, 1932. It contains 
the following :— 

“The Irish Republican Army— 
within North-East Ulster as well as in 
the rest of Ireland—believe that the 
mass of the working farmers and wage- 
earners must organise behind revolu- 
tionary leadership. . . . “We can 
see no permanent solution of these evils 
except by the transfer of power over 
production, exchange and distribution 
to the mass of the people. 


CONVENTION STATEMENT 

Whatever doubt there may have been 
about the Socialist character of the I.R.A. 
after the publication of this document— 
and there could. have been very little—it 
was removed by a still more authoritative 
pronouncement by a General Convention of 
the I.R.A. in January, 1933, which declares : 

‘‘ We are in favour of shutting out 
British goods, but we do not believe 
that this should result in the enrich- 
ment of an exploiting manufacturing 
class. We believe that the reorgani- 
sation of Irish life demands the public 
ownership of the means of production, 
distribution and exchange in a State 
based on the needs of the mass of the 
people.”’ 

There you have enunciated the funda- 
mentul principle of Socialism reprobated 
by Catholic teaching. This principle was 
reasserted in the statement of the Council 
ef the I.R.A. read on Easter Sunday, 
39553 : | | 

“We believe’ the organisation of 
Irish life demands. the public owner- 
ship ot the means of production, dis- 
tribution and exchange in a State 
based on the needs of the mass of the 

eople.’” 

The aatinleitil of the Republican Con- 
gress Party issued at Athlone in April, 
1934, contains amongst other things the 
following interesting declarations of 


. economic poner and ideals: 


e believe that a Republic of 
United Ireland will never be achieved 
except through “a struggle which up” 
roots capitalism on the way. . 

“The Republic when established 
will be a Republic of workers, and 
small farmers. ' 7 


“ Our ideal of a Republic is so 


revolutionary that its achievement 
means the overthrow of all the exist- 
ing machinery wuich at present holds 
the country in ae ion. i ore, 
our call is: Workers aná W 
farmers, unite. On to the Workers 
Republic.” ; ' | 


THE ATHLONE 
DECLARATION —. 


‘These are’ socialistic and communistic

already’ adduced it will be sufficient for 
me to draw attention to a few points in 
connection with it. e 

This document is purposely vague and 
ambiguous, so that it can be properly 
interpreted only when viewed in the light 
of-the clearer uttefances of the 1.R.A., to 
which I have already drawn attention. A 
journal which seems to have an intimate 
knowledge of how the document was drawn 
up remarked about it: “ It is the inten- 
tion of the document to be vague .. . the 
dictionary has been ransacked to find 
vague words that would be capable of 
any interpretation.’’ Notwithstanding its 
vagueness and ambiguity, its Socialist 
character, however, comes clearly through. 


PRIVATE OWNERSHIP 


The right of private ownership seems 
to be indesiiadt by the passage: '' The 
right of the individual citizen shall be 
admitted to private and personal property, 
the possession of which is not in conflict 
with the common good.” The safeguard, 
however, is only apparent; the passage is 
really in conflict with the Catholic teach- 
ing on private ownership. In accordance 
with the Catholic teaching as stated by 


aPope Leo XITI.-in the Encyclical Rerwm 


novarum and repeated by Pope Pius XI. 
in the Encyclical Quadragesimo anno, the 
right to own private property has beep 
given to man by God’s natural law. The 
clear implication of the passage quoted 
from the ‘‘ Gonstitution and Programme 
of the Republic of Ireland” is that the 
right to private ownership is derived solely 
from the State. 

The passage further states that private 
ownership ean be withdrawn whenever it 
is in conflict with the common good, “and 
when this is taken in conjunction with 
the principle to which the I-R.A. is com- 
mitted, that “the organisation of Irish 
life demands the public ownership of the 
means of production, distribution, ind 
exchange,”’ the safeguard to mae 
ownership is seen to be entirely worthless. 


OTHER QUOTATIONS 


The worthlessness of the safeguard is 
also apparent when viewed in conjunction 
with other passages in the document :— 

“The soil of the nation and all its 
resources are the property of the 
people, and shall be subject to their 
jurisdiction.”” . 

“All rivers, lakes and inland 
natural waterways and their resources 
are the property of the people, and 
shall be subject to their jurisdic- 
tion.” i 

“The national wealth and credit 
shall be made available, and shal] be 
mate by the State for the creation 
of a manufacturing industry capable 
of at least providing fer the normal 
needs of the community.

VERDICT OF NOT GUILTY

“T HE kidnapping of Mr. P. J. McEnery, 
barrister-at-law, was described at a 
sitting of the Military Tribunal, at Collins 
Barracks yesterday, when John Kelly, 
131 Cork street. Dublin, was charged with 
membership of an unlawful association in 
December last with false imprisonment 
and assault, with unlawful possession of a 
firearm and with failing and refusing to 
account for his movements during 4 
specified period when questioned, “—. 

It will be recalled that Mr. McEnery, 
who appeared in a number of cases before 
the Tribunal as prosecuting counsel for 
the State, was brought from Killiney to 
Arbour Hill. where he had been chained 
to railings and tarred. When the charges 
were read out to the accused man he said 
that, being a Republican, he did. not 
acknowledge the right of the Tribunal] to 
try him on any charges. 

The President directed that pleas ol 
“not guilty ” be entered on his behalf. 


GRAVE CHARGES 


Outlining the case tor the prosecution, 
Mr. Kevin Haugh (who was instructed by 
Mr. J. $. O'Connor, solicitor to the 
Attorney-General) asked that the charge 
of refusing to answer questions be with- 
drawn, as the accused man had answered 
questions since his arrest. The charges 
against the accused man, he said, were ol 
the gravest possible character. The evi- 
dence was of a direct nature, but he would 
admit that there were some shortcomings 
in th» evidence in that neither Mr. 
McEnery nor the taxi driver, who was in 
charge of the taxi on the night, had iden- 
tified the prisoner. . 

Michael Slevin, 13 Redfern terrace, a 
taxi driver, said that on the night of De- 
cember 6, about 5.15, three or four men 
entered the Donore Garage, in Cork 
street, where he was employed, and said 
that they wanted a car to go to Baggot 
street Hospital. He got the car, and the 
men who got in told him to drive first to 
Ormond street, where they wanted to pick 
up a woman. As he entered Ormond 
street one of the men, who was sitting in 
front of the car, pulled a gun and said: 
“ We are the L.R.A.; drive where you are 
told.” Witness. became alarmed, and the 
man told him not to be afraid, as they 
were not going to commit murder or 
robbery ; but were engaged merely on a 
political matter. The witness was then 
told to go to Y@rk street, where he was 
directed to stop the car. 


TOOK DRIVER’S CAP 


A man came from the back, got in 
behind the steering wheel and demanded 
witness’s cap The witness was put in the 
back of the car, and they then drove off to 
Killiney Station. Here the car was 
turned and parked on the right-hand side 
of the road. The men went away, warning 
the witness before going not to leave or to 
make any attempt to get help. They re- 
turned some time later, and, getting into 
the car again, drove off towards the city. 
They pulled up at the corner of Earlsfort 
terrace, and the leader of the men asked 
the witness how much the journey cost. 
He replied that he did not want any- 
thing, and that he was glad to get home. 
The man again asked how much was the 
charge in normal circumstances, and he 
said 10s. or 15s., and the man replied that 
he would get 15s. anonymously through 
the post. They warned witness not to 
report the matter to the police or to any- 
one else. He did not report the matter, 
but late that night he told his brother-in- 
law, James Dwyer, what had happened. 


THREE MEN 


E. Dwyer, another employé of the same 
garage, said that on the following night, 
December 7, three men came to the garage 
between 3 and 4 p.m. One of them en- 
tered and said that he wanted a car to 
take a person to Baggot street Hospital. 
The. witness took out the car, and they 
asked him to pull up at a block of flats at 
Brown street. When he did so one of 
the men who had been seated beside him 
drew a revolver, and, putting it against 
witness s chest, ordered him to get out 
and take a seat in the back of the car. 
One of the man said then: “ I suppose you 
know what this is?” The witness replied: 
‘ I suppose it is a hold-up.’’ The man 
then said: “ It is all right.” The car 
was then driven by one of the men to 
Leeson street, where three more men were 
picked up, and from there they went to 
Loughlinstown. As they evidently ex- 


stopped at the side of the road, and talked 
among themselves. From there they 
drove the cag up the Ballybrack road to 
Killiney Station, where they turned it. 
Four of the men got out, the engine being 
left running. After a time he saw four 


car return with a small gentleman, who 
wore glasses. The gentleman was put in 
the back of the taxi, which was then 
started and driven into Killiney. They 
proceeded along the tramlines to Balls. 
bridge, later passing through Westland 
row, Pearse street, across Butt Bridge, 
Gardiner street, and King street to Arbour 
Hill. Here the men took out Mr. 
McEnery and tied him to the railings. 
The driver of the car and witnes#were left 
in the car. When the men came back to 
the car tHey said that the job had been 
finished, and that he could take his car 
home. They ordered him not to say any- 
thing about what had happened. He 
asked them could he tell the police if they 
came to him, and they replied that he 
could; but that he was not to say any- 
thing until they arrived. The witness told 
them that the number of the car would be 
taken. Some time after he returned to 
the garage—about 6.30 p.m.; he talked 
with his brother about the occurrence. As 
he was very uneasy abont the occurrence, 
he went to a priest and told him about 
what had taken place. 

Replying to the accused man, the wit- 
ness said that he did not see him at the 
garage. 


VICTIM’S. STORY 


A graphic description of the kidnapping 
was given by the victim, Mr. P. J. 
McEnery, who said that he lived at Rose 
Cottage, Killiney. He had acted for the 
Attorney-General in a number of cases, 
both in the Ckancery and Criminal] Courts, 
and had conducted the case always with- 
out fear or favour. On December 7, the 
day of the kidnapping, he had appeared 
at the Tribunal, and had concluded his 
work about one o'clock, He left tho 
Law Library about 4.10, taking away some 
books. He went to Tara street Station 
and took the 5.10 train to Killiney, where 
he arrived about 5.40. |

Europe. 


NAZIS DISCIPLINED 


An appeal to the Plebiscite Commission 
to postpone the plebiscite on the ground 
of ‘terrible “terrorism’’ has been made 
by the Socialist leader, Herr Max Braun. 
There is no doubt, however, that the 
appeal will be rejected. 

While the Socialists and Communists 
are threatening to take the law into their 
hands. rather than submit to such 
‘ terrorism,’’ the Deutsche Front—Nazis— 
have their supporters well disciplined. 

When voters from Germany arrived at 
Saarbruecken Station to-day there were 
no Saar Nazis to greet them, because the 
Deutsche Front had ordered its members 
to keep away from the streets in order to 
avoid any possibility of clashes. 

Men of the East Lancashires with fixed 
bayonets will guard the Wartburg, where 
the counting of the plebiscite votes will 
begin at five o’clock on Monday evening. 
From the Wartburg the result will be 
telephoned to the broadcasting stations. 

How the Saar will be administered when 
it returns to Germany is explained in an 
official statement issued in Berlin to-night, 
in advance of the actual verdict. 

‘On its re-incorporation in the Reich 
the Saar region will be taken over in its 
entirety—exactly as it has preserved it 
in the years of its fight for its German 
nationality.’’ 

The announcement adds that the Saar 
district will be merged with the Palatinate 
in one uniform district of the National 
Socialist: Party, under the leadership of 
Joseph Buerckel, the leader of the 
Rhenish Palatinate district.

MEETING

In order to exvedite the technical work 
in connection with the Saar plebiscite a 
special meeting of the League Council has 
been. called for to-morrow morning to 
renew the mandate of the Saar Committee 
of the Council. 

This Committee, which was presided 
over by Baron Aloisi (Italy), was 
originally set up to ‘make the technical 
preparations for the plebiscite, and it was 
not intended that it should function after 
January 13th, the plebiscite day. It has 
been so successful; however, that it has 
now been decided to entrust to it all the 
technical work that may be necessary 
between the time of the actual plebiscite 
and the handing over of the territory to 
Germany, or, alternatively, of the definite 
establishment of the League régime. 

Not only has the Committee proved an 
excellent organ for the performance of the 
task assigned to it, but in addition it has 
proved a satisfactory channel through 
which the League and League Powers can 
keep in touch with Berlin. This is felt 
to be the more necessary in view of the 
refusal of Germany to attend the present 
session of the Council. 

It is pointed out that none of the vital 
decisions taken by the League in Geneva, 
or in Rome, in connection with the 
plebiscite has been made without consult- 
ing with Germany, and it is considered 
desirable that this practice should be con- 
tinued.

In a loud, booming voice, due te the fact that 
he is hard of hearing, Mr. Osborn described 
himself as an examiner of questioned docu- 
ments.
